Washington, January 21.—Desire 
for mediation that will bring a speedy 
end to the state of near war existing 
between France and Germany is grow- 
ing here, as the results of the Ruhr 
occupation are beginning to be dis- 
cerned, 

From many sides comes the alarm- 
ing prediction that central Europe is 
approaching a dissolution that will be 
as paralyzing in its effect on the 
world as has been the collapse of 
Russia. An urgent cry that the Unit- 
ed States, either alone or in co-op- 
eration with Great Britain, do some- 
thing to head off this disintegration 
ig coming from a variety of sources. 
Democratic party spokesmen are be- 
ginning to see a political issue in the 
policy of non-action being pursued by 
President Harding. This week two 
democratic leaders, both expected to 
be strong contenders for the presiden- 
tial nomination next year—James M. 
Cox, of Obio, and Senatorelect Sam- 
nel M. Ralston, of Indiana—have 
made addresses demanding that the 
United States intervene to bring peace 
in Europe. 

Says Europe Near Ruin. 


Essentially the same plea comes; 
from P. B. Noyes, formerly Ameri-{ 


- ean member of the inter-allied Rhine 
land commission. Also the ominous 
warning that Eurepe is on the point 
of ruin, and that the two great Eng- 
lish spenking nations should join to 
do what they can is sounded by Sir 
Auckland Geddes, British ambassador 
to the United States, and by Sir Rob- 
ert Horne, former British chancellor 
of the exchequer who has just ar- 
rived. 

The effect of these utterances is 
to stir up pressure against Presi- 
dent Harding who is opposed to tak- 
ing any action until France has given 
her long-threatened use of force a 
thorough trial.

CUAL PRODUCTION 


SETS NEW REGORD 


Report Output Is Greater | 


Than Ever Before at 
Present Season of the 
Year. 


Washington, January 21.—Produc- 
tion of both bituminous coal and an- 
thracite is now greater than it has 
ever been at this season of the year, 
according to estimates’ made public 
today by the geological survey. For 
the week ending Saturday the total 
output of bituminous was placed in 
the neighborhoed of 11,000,000 tons, 
with an anthracite production of ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 tons. 

Increases in the daily average out- 
put from the bituminous mines, 
which have been noted since the 
Christmas holiday, the survey said, 
can be attributed to betterment of 
transportation conditions. East of 
the: Mississippi river. it was added, 
consumers have )eer. taking every ton 
of soft coal it has been possible to 
mine and transpcri, but west of t 
Mississippi the supply has exceeded 
the demand in many places and some 
mine operations have been closed 
down because of lack of market. 

Summing up the results of. 1922 
production efforts in the anthracite 
fields the survey pointed out’ that 
during December a tota. of 9.430,000 
tons was turned out, a greater amount 
than was ever previously mined dur- 
ing the same nerikd. Due to the five 
month miners’ strike, the output of 
anthracite for the year, however, was 
only 52,485,000 tons, as compared 
with 90,473,000 during 1921.

Denver, Colo., January 21.—A 
woman was killed, two men were prob- 
ably fatally wounded and two oth- 
ers, one, the husband of the slain 
woman, and a 6-year-old boy were 
shot, when a man believed to be de- 
ranged ran amuck in a iower down- 
town rooming house late this evening.

Witnesses that have 
appeared at the hearing will n 
have to appear before the grand fury, 
it was declared, the transcript of evi- 
dence given at the investigation being 
accepted by that body. 

If there is not a grand jury in- 
dictment, it was said the state will 
proceed against those invoived 
through affidavit, in which manner 
it can make a charge unveiling any- 
thing less than murder, aceording to 
the attorney general. 

“The evidence is clear that the Ku 
Klux Klan had built up @ super-gor- 
ernment and was running things their 
own way,” said attorney general Coco 
in discussing the Morehouse case. 

“The Ku Klux Klan was the gov- 
ernment of Morehouse. That much 
is established beyond a doubt. The 
state has also established the identi- 
ty of some of the members of the mob 
who murdered Richard and Dan- 
iels.”’

FOUND IN WOODS 


Bullet-Riddled Auto Adds 
Mystery to Killing of 
Man and Woman Near

Waco, Texas, January 21.—Bodies 
identified as those of Ed Holt and 
Mrs. Ethel Jacobs Denencamp were 
found lying side by side about 100 
yards from the Springfieid road and 
half a mile from the Tehuacana 
creek bridge today eas the result of a 
search which began Saturday when a 
bloody and bullet-riddled cutomobile 
was found in the heart of the busi- 
ness section. ‘The man had been 
killed with a shotgun and the woman 
by a pistol. A rope was found “tied 
around the man’s foot, and police be- 
lieve his body had been. «ragged be- 
hind an autumobile. 

Officers say they have no clues 
to the identity or motives of the as- 
sailants. 

Mra. Craddock, sister of the mur- 
dered woman, told police she had had 
a dream recently in whieh she saw 
the couple in an automobile wreck on 
the Tehuacana bridge which had been 


the scene of at ieast one of the seven, 


unsolved murders in this county dur- 
ing the past vear, and has played 
an important part in nvestigation of 
several of the others.

Still Defiant, He Refuses 
to Make Apology to 
Bishop of New York 
| Episcopal Diocese. . 


CONGREGATION HALTS

Will Notify the Bishop 
Whether He Will Quit 
Church or Stand Trial on 
Charge of Heresy.

New York, January 21.—Still de- 
fiant in the presence of church dis- 
cipline, the Rev. Perey Stickney 
Grant reiterated before a vast throng

This 1s certainly a teaching 
of the first thre gospels. Matthew, } 
Mark and Luke, Bishop Gore, a most 
eminent voice in the Church of Eng- 
band, said that the virgin birth was 
not a part of the teaching of the 
early church. Jesus said: ‘My Fath- 
er is greater than I.’ Is this not what 
St. Paul also offirms when he says, 
‘Christ emptied Himself.’? 

Says Jesus Was Human. 

“Jesus was perfectly human. By 
and by under tbe influence of Plato 
in Greece, and later under the in- 
fluence of Aristotle in Rome, the idea 
of Jesus turned into a picture of a 
stern, unbending judge instead of a 
loving shepherd. Then what happen- 
ed? Mankind humbly went to the 
mother of Jesus to ask her Son not 
to be so stern, and then came the wor- 
ship of the birth.” 

Behind the pastcr, a sturdy, large 
man with a glint of copper in his 
profuse shock of hair, there loomed a 
beautiful old painting, illustrating the 
miracle of the ascension, for which 
the very church had been named. Just 
above the altar there was a marble 
bas relief of two angels holding the 
chalice containing the body and blood 
of Christ.

AN ANSWER TO THE KAISER’S MEMOIRS

THE ABDICATION 


In the month of July, 1918, the 
fourth anniversary of the implacable 
war was about to come, and the op- 
posing armies, so disproportionate at 
the beginning, were vigorous, well 
armed, ready for the battle. But— 
now the stakes were different. {n 
1014 France had beld in her handa 
not only her own fate, but the fate 
of the world. No matter what might 
happen after the Marne, after’ the 
Yser, after Verdun,. after the heroic 
recovery of 1918, after the formidab'e 
onrush of the Americans against the 
common enemy, the future. though 
still dark, was les« terrible than it 
had been at the beginning of the war. 

But Germany now stood on the 
brink of the pit which she herself 
had dug. . 

She could no longer count on win- 
ning victory by one. final blow, nor 
on being lastingly favored by for- 
tune, It was necéssary for her to 
win advantage enough for obtaining a 
favorable armistice followed by a 
“white” peace, leaving neither victor 
nor vanquishel. If not this, there 
were left to her only two alternatives: 
to vield or to die. 

The German army. on the terrible 
evening of July 14, 1918, plunged for- 
ward in an attack whieh was expect- 
ed by the French high command and 
was received by the allied armies in 
such fashion that it was smashed to 
pieces at the very outset. The Ger- 
man army was hurled back in confu- 
sion and terror, torn to pieces on the 
wire entanglements of the allies, now 
fighting under a single command for 
a single purpose; the Germans were 
cowed by the havoc which they had 
been the first to employ in a barbar- 
ous manner: and, little by little, the 
(jerman army scattered, fell back 
through France.

What a taste of life for a man 
who had known other men! To what 
were they to remain attached in 
those fateful hours, they who were 
the last survivors of this ephemeral 
splendor ? 
Where Was the Genius of William? 


Men remain faithful to wunder- 
served mistortune, but not to mis- 
fortune like that of William Hohen- 
zollern! Men remain faithful to 
greatness, which, even crushed to 
the ground, retains its grim attrac 
tion—but what was the greatness of 
William? Men remain faithful te 
genius, whose radiance ‘misfortune 
cannot at once eclipse, and which 
sets in glory jike the sun—but where 
was the genius of William? 

He had reigned, commanded, sent 
others to death, despised his fellow 
men, reduced man to the level where 
he found him. What has he to com- 
lain about?

he kaiser explains that, being a 
Christian, he could not kill himself. 
Very well. Only religion forbids sui- 
cide. But the kaiser might have died. 
Others, officers and soldiers, filled 
with much profounded piety and much 
bigger ideals, fell in battle, their 
heads bared to heaven, without the 
slightest thought of insulting heaven 
by so dying. That haughty monarch 
was ignorant of history—or, if he 
had read it, what did he remember 
about it? 

Bonaparte at Arcola, his face radi- 
ant with the promise of genius and 
the grace of youth, hurled himself 
into the midst of the enemy’s fire. 
At Waterloo, with his sceptre broken 
in pieces, he snatched up his sword 
and sought a soldier's death in’ the 
immortal ranks. Napoleon—Wil- 
liam! May the shade of the great 
man forgive me for such a sacrileg- 
ious coupling of names! ' 

In 1859, King Victor Emmanuel L., 
advancing to win his throne over 
the Austrian intrenchments, pushed 
aside the men of the First Zouaves 
who, filled with admiration by his 
reckless bravery, wished to protect 
him with their bodies. And, during 
the great war, the aged King Peter 
of Serbia, driven from his throne, in 
the darkness of a night when all 
seemed over, went, straight to his 
soldiers and said to them: “My chil- 
dren, 1 have come to die with you.”

German officers of. inferior rank, 
upon whom rested no responsibility, 
who happened to find themselves, in 
the course of the retreat, in the last 
villages close to the French frontier.

ered in hiding in the rooms of French 
women, whom they would not ever 
salute one month before in their own 


houses. Pointing to the soldiers 
pouring through the streets, they 
begged for protection, with pale 
faces distorted by terror; to go out 
into the street meant, tor them, to 
b: assassinated. And he, the kaiser, 
was thinking, doubtless, of what he 
said in 1891: “You belong to me body 
and soul, and if I should give you 
the order to fire upon your fathers 
and mothers you would obey m 
without a murmur!’ And, A 
less, while he was thinking of that 
incitement to murder, he must have 
heard another voice borne on the 
wings of the tempest, crying: “Why 
not fire upon the emperor?’ 

Why Did He Flee? 

Shall we now discuss that 
the memoirs in which, exalting his 
cowardice to the height of sacrifice. 
the kaiser pretends to have deserted 
his post for the good of Germany 
and because he thought that, by do- 
ing 80, less severe terms would be 
meted out to his country in the 
treaty of peace? Which means, if 
he speaks the truth, that he felt him- 
self to be the one upon whom. the 
main burden of guilt fell, and that 
he offered the ridiculous ransom of 
this precipitate departure into a gildd- 
ed sojourn in foreign parts? 

To declage war after having pre 
pared fot it for years, to plunge the 
world into carnage, and then to hand 
in his resignation in order to avoid 
scandal, and—as we say in govern- 
mental circlese—in order that the in- 
cident be closed—to do these things 
presupposes a degree of cynicism 
which might almost lead one to doubt 
the Kaiser's sanity. However, at bot 
tom, the kaiser knows that there ia 
nothing in what he says. 

The kaiser did not depart in or 
der to obtain, by his accommodating 
flight, better treatment for his eoun- 
try. He kad lost that country of his 
already, torn it to pieces and soaked 
it in blood, and he could no longer 
return to it. He departed, because 
he had heen driven from his country 
because he had been driven away by 
his troops and by the entire world 
He did not think that rigorous treat 
ment such as was meted out in ear- 
lier times to illustrious men van- 
quished in war, even to the moment 
of their last agonies, could be im- 


} posed upon him, since he felt, doubt- 


less, that their memory would be in 
sulted by being thus brought into 
comparison with his. 


Now he writes, groans, lies, places. 
the blame upon others, denounces his, 
| co-workers and 


servants. And, by 
so doing, he has succeeded in making 
the role played by him even more 
contemptible. 

Let him live, if living brings him 
joy! Let bim taste, almost on the 
anniversary of the kaiserin’s death. 
the perverse jors of a senile betrothal! 

The man beloggs to History—let us 
leave History to complete her work.

ing with Grant in search of the new 
God. It came about with a sudden 
turn of terrific drama. The rector had 
spoken of “sinister financial power’ 
which he implied was_ responsible 
for the discuntinuance of Sunday 
evening meetings in the church. 

“You know this chureh is empty 
and dark every Sunday night now,” 
he said. “Do you want more churches 
shut up? do-you want to keep the 
young man from the university out 
of the ministry, out of the chureh con- 
gregation’ When your son comes 
back from college and you ask him 
to go to chureh with you, he will 
say ‘oh, father, dont ask me to listen 
to such bunk as that.’ ” 

For a ‘noment there was silence, 
Then hundreds of people began to 
beat their palms. If it had not been 
a chureh there would have been 
cheers, For half a minute the applause 
halted the rector, and died away. 
Kut someone lost in the crowd began 
it again. And there was another half- 
minute of handelapping. 

The rector took as his text the 
fifty-sixth chapter of the Book of the 
Prophet Isaiah at the fourth verse:

To open, he quoted Professor 
Leighton, of Ohio State university, 
an Episcopal clergyman, in justifica- 
tion of his right to seek a new idea 
in religion.

‘Ideas are checks drawn on the bank 
of experience. If returned marked 
‘no funds’ they are false.’” said the 
rector. 

“History is a record of progres- 
sive ideas that progressively supplant 
dead ones. What a lot of ideas we 
used to have that we have given up. 
No matter how handsome the dead 


| idea is you would rather have a live 


idea that can be part of you today. 

“Dr. Briggs, who was tried for 
heresy and put out of the Presby- 
terian church, told me 15 years after- 
ward that the judges had changed 
their ideas and now held those ideas 


| for which he had been put out. 


“We must ask that the very wisest 
presentation of ideas be made to us 
so that we can select and experiment 
and see whether they can be verified 
or not. That is our method of growth: 
getting rid of ideas that aren’t good 
for us and getting ideas that are good 
for us. And anyone who asserts that 
progress is hindering civilization— 
why in fact you might say he is black- 
jacking your soul. 

Ask What People Require. 

“Now what do we want and what 
do we require of religion? You wish 
religion to give you courage. You 
want it to give yon comfort for heaven 
knows we are constantly by the side 
of tragedy. We want it to inspire 
us to effort, and we want encourage- 
ment to have will toward our 
fellow men. ere are plenty of re- 
sults favorable to the needs of man 
produced by a religion which wor- 
shipped fetishes. It stands to reason 
that the religion which gives these 
things in the largest degree with the 
smallest outlay is the best religion, 
We don’t want a religion with too 
large an overhead charge.

Good Domestic Business 
Keeps Finances Steady 


New York, January 21.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—Although the 


financial markets have shown them- 
selves somewhat sensitive to develop- 
ments in the Ruhr crisis during the 
past week, their tone has been not- 
ably steady. In most quarters this 
condition has been attributed to the 
many signs of good domestic busi- 
ness, to easy money and to a philo- 
sophical attitude toward the Euro- 
pean situation. That the country’s 
supply of funds is abundant is testi- 
fied to by both the behavior of the 
money market and the character of 
the Federal reserve bank statements, 
and by the extraordinary ease with 
which nearly two thirds of a billion 
dollars in new capital issues have 
been absorbed during the first three 
weeks of January. 

With both note circulation and de- 
posit liabilities at the reserve banks 
showing sweeping reductions because 
of the passing of the demands inci- 
dental to the holidays and the year 
end and with reserves still growing, 
partly because of additional gold im- 
ports, the reserve ration of the sys- 
tem as a whole has risen from 71.3 
per cent -to 76.1 during the past two 
weeks. The latest ratio approximates 
that existing during the past fall and 
is actually slightly higher than that 
of a veal ago. Meanwhile some $590.- 
000.000 in new bonds have been ab- 
sorbed without injuring the market 
for the obligations already outstand- 
ing. 

,* the industrial field the steel 


‘companies continue to operate at a 


rate slightly better than the best at- 
tained last year. Manufacturing ¢con- 
sumers of steel are increasing their 
nroduction schedules and as a conse- 
quence are anxieus to place addition- 
11 orders with the steel companies. 
As the latter are well booked up 


through the first quarter of the year, 
the tendency is for prices to harden 


makers of agricultural implements 
now forsee increased activity. Great 
optimism prevails in the automobile 
trade, a record breaking year being 
expected. 

New high prices for cotton futures 
call attention to decidedly firm spot 
markets both in the south and at 
Liverpool. rices at the latter cen- 
ter have been persistently strong all 
through the past week, little atten- 
tion apparently being paid to _ the 
Franco-German troubles. At New 
York the May future reached 28.60, 
which represents a gain of 71 points 
on the week and 193 points since the 
start of the year. Whatever the -ul- 
timate result of this movement may be 
on the market itself, it is clear that 
the south bas been a decided gainer, 
a circumstance which has served to 
arouse interest in the shares of the 
railroads serving that territory. 

In most quarters there is a disposi- 
tion partly to suspend judgment on 
the French advance into the Rubr. 
It is felt that the occupation is an 
economic injury to both the countries 
involved and that the prospects of 
collecting much in the way of repara- 
tions are poor. Nevertheless, there 
is a considerable body of opinion in 
financial circles to the effect that 
some such movement by France was 
politically inevitable and that after 
both parties have experienced the 
consequences they may be willing to 
accept other solutions of their vrob- 
lems. 

Well informed quarters also mini- 
mize the ‘British debt mission’s depar- 
ture without having completed an ar- 
rangement. It is pointed out that 
the operation is huge and will have 
momentuous consequences. Emphasis 
is laid on the excellent relations es- 
tablished by the two commissions and 
the straightforward and _ business 
like attitudes which both have adopt- 
ed. Substantial progress toward an 
agreement is believed to have been

New Levels Are Reached 
In Week’s Cotton Trading 


New Orelans, January 21.—During 
four sessions of this last week in the 
cotton market prices made new high 
levels for the season, highest prices 
coming at the end when May touched 
-5 cents a pound. October, the most 
active new crop month, climbed to 
26.30 cents a pound. By many bro- 
kers and traders it was considered 
that the week furnished the most im- 
pressive show of strength of any 
week of the season, the advance being 
made against constant liquidation 
from the long side and the entirely 
unfavorable political news from across 
the water. 

At the highest levels the trading 
positions were 68 to 8&4 points over 
the close of the preceding week. Low- 
est prices were made around the mid- 
dle of the week when March was 
off to 26.80 and the trading months 
were 24 to 51 points under the last 
quotations of the preceding week. The 
net results of the week were gains 
of 65 to 80 points with March at 
27.95. In the spot department prices 
gained 75 points on middling, which 
went to and closed at ZS cents, a 
new high record for the season. 

Back of the advance was a persist- 
ent demand for spots; consequent 
upon continued good trade amon 
American mills and the revival o 
trade in Lancashire. The large spot 
sales in the Liverpool market, 51,000 
bales for the week against 27,000 this 
week last year, excited a great deal 
of comment and one of the most active 
periods followed rumors that Russia 
was a very heavy buyer of spots in 
the English market. 

Manchester constantly reported a 
great increase in trade in cloths, es- 
pecially with India, and cabled over 
that many English mills were running 
full time. Continued drouth in the 
western portions of the cotton region 
and further complaints of shortage of 
labor m central and eastern divisions 
of the belt were with the market, be- 


cause of their effect on opinion con- |‘ 


cerning new crop prospects,

1 know many peo- 
ple who have been trained correctly 
but permit themselves to become care- 
less in table manners at home, so 
quite unconsciously they forget them- 
selves when they are out. 

Often people who appear to be 
most careful about their dress and 
other observances seem to give abso- 
lutely no though to their mode of 
eating. Such an attitude I cannot un- 
derstand because in reality it is even 
such relatively unimportant things as 
the manner in which one eats that 
help to make one’s association with 
other people more agreeable.

ance, we both knew immediately that 
he did not belong to the stratum of 
life he was affecting. 

It is always proper to dip your 
spoon from you and not toward you, 
and the soup is taken from the side 
of the spoon. . 

When one,is taking bouillon. or 
thin soup served in a cup, one may 
after taking several spoonfuls raise 
the cup to the lips and drink the 
rest, ‘ . 

Later we saw a man and a woman 
eating their meat eourse with their 
knives and forks poised in the air 
while they were chewing their meat. 

When a knife is used for solid 
piece of meat, onl, a small portion 
is cut at a time, and the knife is 
then laid across the edge of the plate, 
the blade pointing toward the center. 
The handle must not rest on the 
table. It is permissible to hold the 
fork in the left hand for the cut meat, 
but vegetables are always eaten with 
the fork held in the right hand. 

The fork should be used to cut en- 
trees and soft foods such as patties, 
croquettes, sweetbreads, ete. And 
the fish knife should be of silver and 
used to separate the bones from the 
fish. 

Another important consideration, 
particularly to be remembered by 
thin-armed ladies, is not to project 
of crook the elbow in raising food 
to the mouth, for this is not only 
bad form but looks extremely awk- 
ward. 

To avoid embarrassment it is usual- 
ly safe to take the fork farthest from 
the plate on the left side as each 
course is served. 

Lettuee should be cut with a fork. 
The leaves of an artichoke are to be 
eaten with the fingers and only the 
heart is eaten with a fork. The soft 
end of asparagus should be eaten with 
the fork and the remainder taken 
between the finvers. Olives are also 
taken with‘ the fingers. 

A dessert fork snould always be- 
used in preference to a spoon “which

How- 
ever, this does not mean that the 
host or hostess ‘s supposed to do 
most of the talking. They should act, 
in effect, as “cheer leaders.” They be- 
gin the conversation and then by ap- 
propriate and timely remarks keep it 
going. But never under any circum- 
stances, unless, of course, their guests 
are all imbeciles, should they occupy 
the center of the stage. Even when 
the guests are intimate friends of 
the host or hostess, they hesitate to 
interrupt them.

Louisville, Ky., January 21.—(Spe- | 
cial.)—Roy Massey, veteran fly 
chaser and chop hitter, goes ,back to 
dear old Pongo and the Minneapolis 
Millers. 

“There'll always be a place on my 
team for you, Roy,’ assured .Pongo 
last summer for the steenth time 
“When you get too old to play ball 
you can catch fish for me.” 

“My boy, Roy.” This is how Pongo 
always has referred to the Tennessee 
tiller whom he sent to the Boston 
Braves in 1917. Roy played great 
ball for the Braves, but incurred a 
dislike for George Stallings, who 
wreaked revenge by sending him to 
the Colonels in 1920 in .a deal which 
made Bob Bescher a Senator. Roy 
played splendid ball for the Colonels 
in 1920 and in 1921, while Bescher 
could never get into his stride for 
Columbus and soon was shifted to the 
Southern association, 

Massey is a mighty fine chap and 


'in consideration for his gentlemanly 


goodness to the Louisville club he 
was permitted to return to Cantillon 
instead of being sold to a Southern 
association team. which offered more 
money for him. than the Colonels will 
receive from Minneapolis. The deal 
was closed by Captain Billy Neal 
by telegraphic communication with 
Cantillon who is at his hunting and 
fishing lodge at Hickman, Ky.

E. Watson, of Georgia, who died at 
the capital on September 26 last. 

Ten of his colleagues recounted, 
from different angles, the story of 
his life and times—how from a pen- 
niless and self-educated southern yay 
he gained the pinnacle of interna- 
tional fame, manifested in his liter- 
ary @chievements, and built around 
him a personal following that was ‘re- 
markable for its endurance 

By way of contrast, the senate 
chamber offered a different picture 
from some of the scenes that marked 
the Georgian’s stormy career there. 
The desk which he formerly oceupied 
was left vacant during the memorial, 
and, as a further token of respect, 
there was placed on it a basket of 
flowers, which had been sent by Mrs. 
Watson, the widow, who was unable 
to attend the services. His: desk, 
where encomium was now the order 
of the day, had, during his office, 
been the scene of violent 
hurled with an abandon against all 
those, friends and enemies alike, who 


stood.
